In his financial message President 


McKiuley recommends to the consider- 
ation of congress the report adopted by 
the monetary convention held iu Indi- 
anapolis in January last. 
That report 


is as follows: 


"This conference declares that it has 


become absolutely necessary that a con- 
sistent, straightforward and deliber- 
ately planned monetary system shall be 
inaugurated, tho fundamental basis of 
which should be: 


"First—That the present gold stand- 


ard should be maintained. 


"Second—That steps should betaken 


to insure tho ultimate retirement of all 
classes of United States notes by a 
gradual and steady process, so as to 
avoid injurious contraction of the cur- 
rency or disturbance of the businosa in- 
terests of the country, and that in such 
retirement provision be made for a 
separation of the revenue and note 
issue departments of the treasury. 


"Third—That a banking system be 


provided which should furnish credit 
facilities to every portion of the coun- 
try and a safe and elastic circulation, 
and especially with a view to sscariug 
such a distribution of the loanable 
capital of the country as will tend to 
equalize the rates of interest in all 
parts thereof. For tho purpose 
of 


effectively promoting the above ob- 
jects: 


"Resolved: That fifteen members 


of this conference be appointed by the 
chairman to act as an executive com- 
mittee while this convention is not in 
session, with full powers of this con- 
vention. 
The 
executive committee 


shall have the power to increase its 
membership to any number not ex- 
ceeding forty-five, and five members 
thereof shall at all times constitute a 
quorum of said committee. 


"Tho executive committee shall have 


special charge of the solicitation, re- 
oeipt and disbursement of contribu- 
tions, voluntarily made for all pur- 
poses; shall havo power to call this 
convention together again when and 
whero it may seem best to said commit- 
too to do so, and said committee shall 
oontinuo in oilico, with power to fill 
vacancies, until discharged at a future 
mooting of this convention. 


"Resolved: That it shall bo the 


duty of this executive committee to 
endeavor to procure, at tho special ses- 
sion of congress which, it is under- 
stood, will bo called in March next, 
legislation calling for tho appointment 
of a monetary commission by tho Presi- 
dent to consider tho entire question and 
to report to congress at tbo earliest day 
possible, or, failing to sooura tho above 
legislation, they aro hereby authorized 
and empowered to select a commission 
of eleven members, according to rules 
and plans sot forth in tho suggestions 
submitted to tho convention by Mr. 
Hanna, of Indianapolis, as follows: 


"Article I. 
Tho commission shall 


consist of eleven members, to bo named 
by tho executive committee appointed 
by this convention.

Prison Keeper Chinn. 


Citv 


Traces His Anceatory to the Family at 


George Washington and Is One of 


th« Heirs to a Big Kstnte Left 
by a Descendant of the Family 


of Washington's Mother. 


"Don't I look like there was bine 


blood in my veins?" laughingly asked 
City Prison Keeper Chinn of a Timea 
reporter. 


The reporter acknowledged that he 


did, and then set about an investiga- 
tion which proved that he has. 


The , Cincinnati Enquirer of Friday 


contained the following: 


"Lexington, Ky., Augnac 5.—Coun- 


ty Clerk Claude 0. Chinu and his 
brother, A. B. Chinn, of this city, 
claim to bo direct heirs to the vast es- 
tate left by Joseph Ball. 
Clerk Chinn 


saw the item in The Enquirer today 
concerning the interest of Miss Maybel 
Thrift in the estate. 
He said that he 


and his brother had known of the estate 
for some time and that they are in 
possession of many genealogical facia 
and data which will establish 
that 


their father's mother was a Miss Ball 
and a member of Joseph Ball's family. 
Both Clerk Ohinn and his brother sig- 
nified their inteniton to institute pro- 
ceedings to secure a phare of the many 
millions of dollars to be divided among 
the legal descendants of the wealthy 
Joseph Bail." 


G. O. Chinn, the local city prison 


keeper, was asked if he knew anything 
of the matter. 
He fished up a letter 


received a year ago from Mrs. Jennie 
O. Morton, of Frankfort, Ky,, registrar 
of the Society of Colonial Daughters, 
wihch throws some light on the sub- 
ject. 
She was tracing up the Ohinn 


genealogy and wrote Mr. Chinn's sister 
for information. 


Mr. Ohinn is a sou of Christopher 


Chinn, who died when the son was 
only a few weeks old, in September, 
1858. They settled in Greenup county, 
Kentucky. 
Christopher 
Cbinn's 


brothers left there and were never 
heard of afterwards, and it was of 
them that Mrs. Morton wrote. 
They 


were descendants from the family of 
Kaleigu Chinn and his wife, 
Esther 


Ball, who was a sister of Mary Bali, 
the mother of George Washington. 
The Joseph 
Ball mentioned in the 


above dispatch is a descendant of that 
family. 
Although the connection ia 


distant, i" is easily traced, and Mr. 
Cbinn will institute an investigation 
to see if he is entitled to a share of 
the "man millions of dollars to be 
divided among the legal descendants of 
the wealthy Joseph Ball."

i'eBsor Aucltrhon Fired Sure by the 


School Board. 


The board of education met last 


evening in regular session, with Presi- 
dent Ive8 in the chair, and Lynn, 
Kline, MoAleer, Knowles, Doty, Ban- 
uon, Rhodes, Clare, Pursell and Royse 
present. 


The clerk reported on the enumera- 


tion as revised. It now shows the 
total number of children of school age 
as 4,263. 
This shows a largo decrease 


over last year, divided as follows: 
First ward, 29; Second ward, 83; 
Fourth ward, 77; Sixth ward, 142; 
Seventh 
ward, 29; total, 369. 
As 


against this was an increase in the 
Third ward of 6; Fifth ward, 2. 
This leaves a shortage of 361. The re- 
port was accepted and paid for. 


Bills amounting to near §300 were 


allowed. 


The committee appointed to exam- 


ine the Davis building, with a view to 
preparing it for immediate 
use, re- 


ported that four rooms oonld 
be used, 


aa they were fit either for High school 
or primary purposes. 
It was decided 


1o use them for primary schools, and 
the building and repair committee was 
ordered to so arrange. 


The building and repair 
committee 


reported bids received for painting the 
outside of the Second street school 
building. 
These bids ranged in price 


from §20 to $200. 
Some objections 


were made as to the color contem- 
plated, which was red. 
Dr. Kline was 


always in favor of painting a town 
red, but did not think it the proper 
color for a school house. 
The motion 


to paint it red was lost by a vote of 8 
to 3. 


The committee also reported having 


received bids for placing steel ceilings 
at the Fourth street building. 
This 


was also voted down. 


The special committee appointed, to 


whom the petition signed by Richard 
Ferguson and others was referred, as to 
tho matter of reinstaing Prof. Ander- 
son, reported that they had examined 
the case and they thought the 
board 


had acted wisely, and ita action was 
sustained by the committee. 


Mr. Lynn made motion that there be 


no change in text books this year. 
Carried. 


The board then adjourned.

Buccesbtul in the history o£ the organi- 
zation, in attedauce, enthusiasm and 
good racing. 


Several state records were smashed 


and Arthur 
Gardiner, the Chicago 


crack, came within two-fifths of a sec- 
ond of breaking Hamilton's world's 
record for one mile paced. He suc- 
ceeded in lowering the fast mile made 
by "Johnny" Johnson, at Chicago last 
year by four-fifths of a second. 


Gardiner was paced by two quads, 


one loaded with Weiizel, the Turville 
boys, and Coburn, and the other with 
W. E. Becker, W. L. Becker, Crooks, 
and Steenson. He crossed the Hue like 
a flash and the time was caught beau- 
tifully. He never ceased his pace un- 
til the finish, made in 1:39 3-5, break- 
ing the state record of 1:45 3-5, held 
by Earl Kiscr. 


Starbuck also took a trial at the rec- 


ord, paced by a quad and a triplet. For 
the lirst 'half he made vary fast time, 
•but lost behind the triplet. His time 
was 1:44 3-D, also 
breaking Kiser's 


record.

the suu was not long up before hun- 
dreds of cyclists were pedaling along 
the historic and picturesque York road 
toward Willow Grove, and even great 
numbers were taxing the .railroad 
trains and trolley cars 'to their utmost.

At 3 p. m the track was cleared and 
racing began, continuing until 6 p. m., 
without the slightest hitch. 
During 


the day there were but three spills and 
and nobody was' hurt by tnese. 


At night Willow park was given to 


the wheelmen and the visitors saw ex- 
•hibiions of trick and fancy riding, a 
display of fireworks and a general 
good time.

"This 
makes the commercial ratio between 
silver and gold 30.6 to 1 instead of 16 
to 1." 


"How do you account for the recent
